It  is  inevitable  that  as  we  pass 
through  a  compulsory  military  train- 
ing period  as  most  of  us  will,  some 
will  find  the  life  of  the  army  or  the 
navy  most  suitable  for  their  future. 
The  "professional  fighters"  are  al- 
ways needed  in  this  world  of  continual 
strife  and  tribulation.  It  is  a  good  lil'e, 
if  you  like  it.
